A Great Flood in the Juniata and 


Rainstorm Rivers.. 


FLEEING TOTHEHELS AliDHOOSTAfflS 


Millions of Feet of Timbers Adrift— 


The Worst Storm Ever Known in 


Bellefonte—Firemen Called 


to the Rescue. ' 


HUNTINGDON, May 21.— Yesterday's 


great flood has been exceeded only 
once in the history of the Juniata val- 
ley, the last four days' rainfall having 
raised the Juniata rjver and Rainstorm 
branch twenty-one feet above low-watei 
mark, and entailing great destruction 
to property. In this place the waters 
flooded the lowpr street, driving the 
people from their homes and in the 
lower farming districts whole families 
are imprisoned in their houses, unable 
to be removed owing to the turbulence 
of the streams. 


Three new iron county bridges span' 


ning 
the • Juniata 
apd Bainstown 


branches have been swept away. The 
destruction of scores of mine bridges 
and washouts on public roads have 
closed all rural approaches to this 
place. The gas company's plant here 
is submerged and the lower floors of 
many business houses are flooded.

were scores standing at the rear and at 


tie sides. 
Upon the rostrum were 


jlaoed a large number of floral tributes, 
several of massive design, and there was 


tasteful display of smilaz. 
The beautiful music for the occasion 


was given by Mrs. R. C. Koseberry of 


ipringfield, Mrs. Bert Gher, R. W. Chil- 
son and Al. Lindamood, with Miss Nita 


!lark accompanist. The selections were 
Only Remember," "Sweetly Resting," 
No Night There," "Some Sweet Day," 
slosing with "The Christian's Good 
fight," while the congregation left the 
church. 


The invocation was by Dr. Cooley, of 
hicago, acting pastor, and the scripture 
esson and sermon were by Dr. Delano, 
of Evanston, 111., who ordained Rev. 
Jorrey when he entered the ministry 
and recommended him to the Decatur 
church. 


THE FUNERAL SERMON. 


Below is given the address of Dr, 


Delano in full: 


I cannot trust myself to speak any 


single word here to-day relying wholly 
upon the moment, extempore effort, 
spontaneous eulogy, even the articula 
;ion of grateful remembrance of my be- 
oved would choke mo and I should be 
iver-whelmed in a flood of tears.

Pastor Torrey 
s not dead. We may call it change, 
or transition, or sleep; I call it trans 
Jguration." You all know how he went 
away in weakness. He has returned in 
rower. He left you crying inwardly per- 
laps, "Who shall deliver me from this 
jody of corruption?" 
He comes back 


saying, "I have fought the good fight, 
lave finished my course; henceforth 
;here is laid up for me a crown of right- 
eousness." The life hid with Christ in 


od cannot perish. If ever a man o1 


my knowledge or acquaintance bow 
the spirit, the likeness, the power o! 
Jesus Christ in his life, it was this one 
whose broken pitcher and loosened sil 
ver cord lie here—Charles B. Torrey. A 
great student of the immortal bard o 
Avon spent several days in Stratfort 
looking for some unmistakable proof ol 
the poet's home and life and identity 
Little was found to satisfy or compen 
sate. At last he said to an old resident 
Is there no direct descendant of Wll 
liam Shakespeare in this town?*' and he 
was told that there was a distant des 
cendant of Shakespeare coming in the 
line of his own sister. It was a bo$ in 
the day-school, one of those lads amonf 
a common lot of lads. The gentleman 
went to the school and inquired of the 
teacher if such was the fact and thi 
teacher confirmed the fact and said, ". 
will call the class in which the bov i 
and perhaps you may pick him put. This 
vas done and in less than a minute this 
man who had given years and years to 
the*-study of Shakespearean history 
said, "This is the boy, I know him." Hov 
could you tell said the teacher? ". 
know by that peculiar drooping eye am 
that peculiar forehead, that's the face; I 
know it, he is a descendant of Shakes 
peare." 
Anybody who had studiei 


Christ for long could have detected this 
man. 
He once stood before a great busi 


ness man in New York, an applican 
among scores of others for a position o 
responsibility. Letters of recommenda 
tion of which he had not a few, he ha< 
left at home. With only a small line 
from his pastor, certifying to his chris 
tian character and standing, and th 
searching glance of that business man 
and all was settled; and he said come to 
morrow morning and begin business 
He began his Christian life very early 
Ho was of a quick, sensitive, nervou 
temperament.

DELIGHTFUL DECATtTR. 


Dr. Stewart Tells of His Visit in 


that Pretty City. 


I'eoria Herald, May 19. 


Dear Sir: Decatur is one of the pret- 
tiest cities in Illinois. It has a popula 
tion of about 20,000. It is a prairie city 
in the richest and most beautiful section 
of the state, with railroads radiating in 
all directions. 
The business part is 


compactly built and contains many line 
blocks which would be a credit to any 
city. The residences aro deserving of 
special notice, not only for the elegance 
of many mansions, but for the neatness 
and beauty of their surroundings and 
their beautiful lawns which appeared 
everywhere. Their shade trees are de- 
serving 
of 
special 
notice, 
which 


are abundant, 
well cared 
for and 
. embower the little city, and give 
it the 
aspect 
and 
odor 
of 
the 


forest. The entire city is paved with 
brick. The streets are clean and beauti- 
ful. 
It has 18 miles of pavement. If 
Peoria, with a population of 00,000, had 
. the same relative amount it would give 
her 44 miles, but in fact she has not to 
exceed 10 miles of decent pavement in 
the entire city. It is paved with small 
brick. They are laid upon a foundation 
of sand (which is by all odds the best 
foundation). 
The lower course is laid 


flatwise and the upper one edgewise. 
This makes the cheapest and best pave- 
ment. They have better sense than to 
be at the expense of putting down a 
concrete foundation, as we are doing, 
which is inferior to a sand foundation. 
They have some gravel mixed with the 
Band, but it would be still better without 
gravel. 


Peoria is shamefully behind in her 


pavement. She might well take some 
lessons from her smaller sisters. The 
condition of her streets is a disgrace. 
What pavements she has are not kept in 
repair. I suggest that our city council 
make a visit to Decatur. It might open 
their eyes, if indeed such a thing were 
possible. Peoria has a great future no 
doubt, but it is woefully behind in its 
street improvements and aesthetic cul- 
ture.

After the international miners' con- 
gress closed Saturday the German, 
French and Belgian delegates went to 
the Fredrichshian cemetery, and placed 
laurel wreaths on the graves of the 
men who fell in the March revolution. 
The incident showed clearly the polit- 
ical and socialistic nature of the min- 
ers' movement on the continent as com- 
pared with the movement among the 
English trade unionists. 


The English delegates to the con- 


gress struggled to conceal the radical 
divergence of delegates 
After Fri- 


day's tumult was over. Chairman Wil- 
son and Wilhehn Liebknccht declared 
that the disputes were due only to the 
diversity of language, signified no 
fundamental difference of opinion, and 
were not likely to cause any .permanent 
rupture. 


An analysis of the proceedings shows, 


however, that the diversity of lan- 
guage was not a notable factor in the 
disputes. There was in fact a wide 
breach on vital questions and from 
this resulted the final disagreement. 
Thus the continental delegates voted 
to make employers liable for every ac- 
cident hi the mines, regardless of the 
cause, while the English proposed that 
the liability be limited to accidents due 
to employers' negligence. The con- 
tinental delegates voted that the mini- 
mum wages ought to be fixed by law 
for an countries, while the English ar- 
gued that the so-called, living wages 
could not be fixed without due consid- 
eration of employers' profits and losses, 
and the selling prices. 


The Belgians wanted to form an in- 


ternational committee to fix the amount 
of work which should he done in each 
country. Their object was to limit 
production according to the needs of 
consumers, with a general strike as 
tin ultimate means to this end. The

Dr. Flymmon Sanford Hayes. 


Dr. Plymmon Sanford Hayes, eldest 


son of the late Dr. Justin Hayes, died 
at 
his late residence in Chicago 


at 3:30 o'clock, May 14th, of pneumonia. 
Dr. Hayes wag born in Ohio, December 
1st, 1850, and came with his parents to 
Chicago in 18.62. Ho graduated from 
Rush Medical College in 1872. For five 
years he was assistant to Prof. Henry 
M. Lyman, filling the chair of chemical 
physics. He was professor of chemistry 
in the Woman's Medical College from 
1876 to 1883, and also occupied the chair 
of chemistry in the School of Pharmacy. 
At the time of his death he was profes- 
sor of electro-therapeutics in the Chicago 
Policlinic. Dr. Hayes was a member of 
the State Medical Society of the Ameri- 
can Medical Association, the Chicago 
Medical Society and the Doctors' Club. 
He had written exhaustive text books 
on chemistry, and was an.authority on 
electro-therapeutics, many uf his \\ orks 
having been translated into French and 
German. He was the first medical ex- 
aminer for the National Union, was tilbo 
medical examiner for the Royal Arca- 
num, and for the past seven years had 
been medical examiner in chief of the
